To Be Sold At Saratoga, August 21 
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Night Racing 


N THE BLOOD-HORSE of July 8 was an edi- 

torial statement on twilight racing as_ the 
pupa stage of night racing. We didn’t think 
twilight racing would do much good. We thought 
night racing would do a lot of harm. So we 
have in this issue a letter from Jack S. Young, 
capable presiding steward at the recent Detroit 
meeting, asserting that twilight racing brought 
a definite improvement there and that “night 
racing is coming.” 

We are willing to admit the probable accuracy 
of that prediction, since the average race track 
with pari-mutuel betting sooner or later will take 
enough rope to hang itself. 

Racing at night has not yet become an issue 
on the American Turf, but if racing at twilight 
has moderate success in several centers it soon 
will make an issue of racing ‘under electric lights. 
Horsemen generally will be opposed to such a 
fundamental change in the sport. They are 
aware of the manifold problems such a change 
would mean for them, especially in the matter of 
training routine. (One can easily imagine with 
what misgivings a trainer would contemplate a 
system which would see horses still being cooled 
out at dawn.) But the objections of horsemen 
probably will be overridden when race track ex- 
equtives begin to put pressure on racing com- 
missions and state legislatures. 

When that time comes the tracks will be forti- 
fied with an argument generally considered ir- 
resistible. For they will say to the state, “If you 
sanction night racing, you can collect more taxes.” 
In these days it is the fashion for government to 
live beyond its means, to depend on hocus-pocus 
instead of adding machines, to put off until to- 
morrow the collection of taxes it is afraid to col- 
lect today. Out of this policy—an amazingly 
stupid policy for a democratic government to 
follow—has grown a desperate appetite for new 
taxes on the part of government, a desperate 
fear of new taxes on the part of the people. And 
the result of this clash between the common will 
and the individual will has spotlighted racing as 
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an easy method of gaining new revenue pain- 
lessly. It is the old curse of ‘‘easy money.” 

In opposing night racing we cannot point out 
any law of nature, or first principle, or com- 
mandment from the decalogue in support of our 
opposition. As far as the sport of racing is con- 
cerned there is no question of right and wrong 
except in the effect upon racing and in the effect 
upon the citizenship. But that effect is easy 
enough to visualize. Let us consider the evolution 
of racing in a state. 

The first issue to be settled is whether the state 
shall have racing at all. If it is decided in the 
affirmative, the next issue is the number of 
tracks and the amount of racing. In this phase 
of the matter the practices of commercialism are 
very apparent. If one track succeeds and makes 
money for its stockholders, why not organize an- 
other track so that other stockholders may profit ? 
If a meeting of 15 days makes money, why not 
have a meeting of 30 days, or 60 days, and make 
more money? If a season of 100 days yields a 
good return in taxes, why not have 200 days and 
collect more taxes? And finally, if racing at 
night will yield larger returns than racing in the 
afternoon, why not race at night? 

It is, of course, difficult to draw the line where 
racing should cease expansion, since each step 
appears to follow naturally the previous step, and 
the same reasons which led to one advance may 
be used to justify the next. Eventually the com- 
munity which supports racing is pushed to its 
reasonable limit. The result of such a develop- 
ment should be a curtailment of racing, but it is 
usually just the opposite; then betting on the 
outcome of racing becomes not an innocent game, 
but an actual debauchery of the public. 

The only reasons for night racing are com- 
mercial reasons, and we have already had too 
many of them. The only tracks which want 
night racing are those which cannot make enough 
profit in the daytime. The best interests of the 
sport are not served by perpetuating a maximum 
number of tracks, but by salvaging some of the 
sporting elements which distinguish racing from 
slot machines.

The Hermit 


OLUME 11 of the General Stud Book, lists 

Seclusion’s foal of 1864, by Newminster, as 
The Hermit. Volume 12 has it Hermit, and the 
general practice since, though not without ex- 
ceptions, has been to omit the article. The foal 
was bred by William Blenkiron, and was sold as 
a yearling in the Middle Park Stud sale, going 
to Henry (afterward Viscount) Chaplin for 1,000 
guineas. He was turned over to William Bloss 
te train, but was in general charge of Captain 
Machell, who has been mentioned in earlier 
articles. 

His sire was Newminster, a horse which typi- 
cally got rather delicate stock. At least five of 
his sons, including Hermit, were bleeders, and 
JNewminster has been blamed for a great many 
broken blood vessels in subsequent years. Her- 
mit, however, had two chances to inherit the 
weakness. Seclusion, winner of six races and 
£2,215, broke a blood vessel while contesting the 
Yorkshire Oaks. She came of no very distin- 
guished immediate family. Her dam, Sellon, had 
12 foals, among which the only other winner was 
A. D. Wagner, a sister to Seclusion. 

Seclusion herself had 15 foals. The first six 
and the thirteenth were winners. Aside from 
Hermit, her best were Chanoinesse, sister to 
Hermit and winner of £2,905, and Louise, winner 
of £2,851. She had three foals by Newminster, 
the other being Religieuse, a filly which won 
three races and about £1,200. 

Her seventh and tenth foals, non-winners, were 
chiefly responsible for carrying on the female 
line. The seventh, Fair Rosamond, produced the 
One Thousand Guineas winner Elizabeth, which 
is sixth dam of Appelle. The tenth, Reticence, 
is the fourth dam of the powerful stayer Son-in- 
Law. 

Hermit, a horse of great quality but not of 
excessive size, came first to racing at Newmarket 
on April 17, 1866, in a four-furlong sweepstakes 
for 2-year-olds. He was beaten three-fourths of 
a length by the Newminster filly Cellina, with 
Lady Hester third, Marksman fourth. T. French 
rode him in his first start. On May 8 Hermit 
was out again in the first year of the fifteenth 
Biennial Stakes at the Bath and Somerset meet- 
ing, and under 122 pounds he won by a neck 
from Cellina (119), with Seville (116) and 11 
others following. This race was also at four 
furlongs, and H. Corey was the rider. 

Eight days later, in the Woodcote Stakes at 
Epsom, Hermit was beaten by the Stockwell filly 
Achievement, with six others behind them. 
Achievement was a brilliant filly. She started 
13 times at two and won 11 races, including the 
New, July, Chesterfield, Lavant, Hopeful, and

Champagne Stakes. At three she won the One 
Thousand Guineas, St. Leger, Coronation Stakes, 
and two other races. Hermit met her three 
times, never managed to beat her. 

But he ran out his 2-year-old season with 
three straight victories. At Ascot May 24 in 
the first year of the fifth Ascot Biennial Stakes 
he won by a neck from Dragon, which won four 
stakes later that year. Arundel and The Dean 
dead-heated for third place. In a Stockbridge 
Biennial, on June 13, he won by a neck from 
Vauban, which later piled up seven stakes vic- 
tories, five of them in succession. At Stock- 
bridge again, two days later, Hermit won the 
Troy Stakes under 122 pounds, beating Lady 
Hester (116) a length and a half, with nine 
other starters. Custance, who had ridden Her- 
mit in his last four starts, punished him so se- 
verely in this race that the horse always feared 
him afterward, fretted himself into a lather when 
Custance was on his back. Lady Hester also 
was a capable filly; she won six stakes during 
the year, the Exeter Stakes being the best of 
them. 

Hermit was entered in the Two Thousand Guin- 
eas, but Captain Machell asked the owner to 
keep him out, wishing to win it with his own 
Knight of the Garter. He almost succeeded in 
doing this, but Knight of the Garter went under, 
rather narrowly, to Vauban. So Hermit’s first

3-year-old engagement was the Derby. It was 
a curious one. 

About two weeks before the Derby Hermit was 
galloping at exercise, coughed, and nearly fell, 
and almost smothered Custance with blood. 
Oddly enough, Vespasian, another Newminster 
colt which was galloping just behind him, broke 
a blood vessel at the same time. Naturally 
everyone gave up on Hermit’s chances for the 
Derby—-everyone except Machell. That resource- 
ful Irishman tied Hermit up in his stall with his 
head in the air until he could hardly move, thus 
lessening the pressure of blood on the vessels 
about the nostrils. When he had the horse 
worked, he worked him downhill to avoid strain 
as much as possible. 

On the Sunday before the Derby Trainer Bloss 
put it all to the test and gave Hermit a thorough 
work. He did it beautifully, and according to 
the report Bloss made to Mr. Chaplin, wouldn’t 
have “blown out a candle at the end of it.” A 
few people were in on the secret, but it was well 
kept. On Derby day it was snowing, and Her- 
mit was walked about, his coat staring from the 
cold, his tail tucked. He was quoted at 1,000 
to 15. 

There had been suspicions of a cabal against 
Hermit. If there had been one, it had been for- 
gotten, for Hermit seemed to have eliminated 
himself. But the cautious owner did not start 
betting until the horses were half-way to the 
starting post. His friends, he related, thought 
him a fool, but when Hermit got to the barrier 
Chaplin, Machell, and a few others, stood to win 
a fortune. 

There were 11 false starts, taking up most of 
an hour, and then 29 horses left the post; one, 
D’Estournel, did not, trying instead to walk on 
his hind legs and pound at bystanders with the 
front ones. Julius, Bedlamite, and Vauban went 
out together to the lead, with the rest clustered 
behind them. After a half-mile Bedlamite fell 
away and Vauban went up, followed by eight 
horses, including Hermit. Around Tattenham 
Corner Vauban led Wild Moor and Van Am- 
burgh, with Marksman, The Palmer, The Rake, 
and Hermit about two lengths farther back. The 
Rake and The Palmer gave way, Wild Moor had 


enough half-way down the straight, and Vauban, 
Marksman, and Van Amburgh seemed to have it 
between them. Shouts of “The Van wins” were 
hushed as Van Amburgh weakened, and Hermit 
moved to third. Vanban seemed to be in grow- 
ing difficulty, and Marksman seemed to be win- 
ning in a canter. Far out from the rails John 
Daley challenged with Hermit, which had hardly 
been noticed until the leaders came into the last 
100 yards. He gained stride by stride, wore 
down Marksman just at the end and won by a 
neck. Vauban was third, Master Butterfly 
fourth. 

There was another peculiar triumph to the 
race, though Mr. Chaplin seems hardly to have 
been the man to enjoy it. He had been engaged 
to a lady who had run off with, and married, the 
Marquis of Hastings. Hastings laid heavily 
against Hermit, lost an estimated £120,000 on 
the race. It almost ruined him, and Hermit’s 
victory, as contemporary accounts put it, ‘“en- 
riched a commoner and half-destroyed a mar- 
quisate.” 

Bloss, it developed, had slept in Hermit’s box 
for three months before the race, to guard him 
against any sort of vandalism. Mr. Chaplin 
found out about it shortly afterward, sent the 
trainer £5,000. There were a few to say that 
Hermit’s broken blood vessel won him the Derby, 
for Bloss worked his horses hard, which was no 
way to train such a horse as Hermit, and the 
injury kept Bloss from cracking down on him. 

Though the Derby resulted in a betting coup 
in which Mr. Chaplin was said to have won more 
than £100,000, it was not a deliberate one. After 
Hermit’s accident, Custance was released to ride 
The Rake, as Chaplin had no idea his horse would 
start. When it was decided to start Hermit he 
tried to get Custance back, but The Rake’s 
owner would not release him. The jockey wrote 
later that as The Rake quit near Tattenham 
Corner he looked over and saw Hermit “pulling 
Daley out of the saddle,” and thought “how I 
should like to change mounts.” Custance rode 
Hermit in all of his subsequent starts except one, 
and he was on him in 16 of his 20 starts. But 
he missed the best one, and Daley got, it was 
reported, £3,000 for his Derby victory. Another 
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oddity of the race was that Marksman, second in 
the Derby, was the next yearling to follow Her- 
mit into the ring at the Middle Park Stud sale, 
brought the same price. 

At Ascot June 5 Hermit won the one-mile 
Ascot Biennial Stakes by a length and a half 
from Julius, with Dragon a bad third and three 
others unplaced. The following day he won the 
St. James’ Palace Stakes (1m.) by three lengths 
from The Palmer and Wild Moor, each carrying 
122 pounds. Then he was put away until fall. 

On September 11 at Doncaster he ran into 
Achievement again, in the St. Leger, and she 
beat him a length, with Julius a close third, Vau- 
ban and eight others unplaced. The following 
day he came out for the Doncaster Cup (25,m.) 
and Achievement beat him again, with Tynedale 
and five others following. Later in the after- 
noon Hermit won a sweepstakes from a Bar- 
batus colt and Arundel, over the St. Leger course. 
So, in two days, Hermit ran three races with a 
combined distance of 64% miles. 

Hermit made three more starts at three, was 
second in all of them. Fripponier (122) beat him 
for the Grand Duke Michael Stakes (114m.), get- 
ting seven pounds, with Hippia (118) third, 
Julius (122) fourth. Fripponier beat him again, 
still getting seven pounds, in a sweepstakes at 
Newmarket at a mile. And in the Newmarket 
Derby (1!2m.) Longchamps (116) beat Hermit 
(130) a length and a half, with Mandrake (123) 
third, two unplaced. 

Hermit’s competition at three was the best the 
year afforded. Vauban won eight stakes, in- 
cluding the Two Thousand Guineas and Prince 
of Wales’ Stakes, and he beat Achievement twice. 
Julius won seven events, including the Cesare- 
witch and Free Handicap Sweepstakes (dead 
heat). The Palmer won the Ascot Derby and 
shared the Free Handicap with Julius. Frip- 
ponier, a son of Chevalier d’ Industrie, had a 
curious year. He made 19 starts and won 18 
events, but no fewer than eight were walkovers, 
five of them in succession. His only defeat was 
a second to Knight of the Garter, and among the 
races in which he had competition were Fitz- 
william, Eglinton, Select Stakes. 

Hermit was never to win again. He began at 
four at Newmarket, in a Biennial Stakes, in 
which Julius beat him a half-length, with an ad- 
vantage of seven pounds. About two weeks 
later he was matched with Julius at a one-pound 
advantage, but Julius beat him two lengths. On 
June 1, at Newmarket, his owner paid forfeit to 
The Palmer. Hermit was fourth to Lady Zet- 
land, Pericles, and Timaru in the Portland Plate 
at Doncaster in September, and fourth to Cor- 
net, Van Amburgh, and Miss Elmo in a Handicap 
Plate at Newmarket. In both races, he carried 
130 pounds and gave weight to the entire fields. 

He was engaged to meet The Palmer at New- 
market October 23, but again paid forfeit, and 
he closed his career ingloriously at Newmarket 
October 24, 1868, by running fourth, under 124 
pounds, to Head Centre (3-y-o0, 80), a Toxophi- 
lite filly (3-y-o, 93), and Seringapatam (4-y-o, 
107), in the Houghton Handicap, a sprint over 
the T. Y. C. 


His reputation dimmed somewhat by his last 
year of racing, Hermit went to the Blankney 
Stud in 1869, at a fee of 20 guineas, and he got 
six foals his first year, one of which won £100 
to put Hermit on the sire list for the first time, 
in 1873. In 1897, the last year he appeared on 
the sire list, he again had one winner of £100. 
But in between were some glorious years. In 
1880 the stud fee went up to 100 guineas, in 1881 
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it was 150 guineas, and thereafter he was vir- 
tually a private stallion.

Hermit led the sire list six times in succession, 
from 1880 through 1885. He got, in all, winners 
of £351,121 in England. He was one of the 10 
leading broodmare sires for 16 years. He sired 
St. Marguerite, Shotover, and Nellie, which ran 
one-two-three in the One Thousand Guineas of 
1882. He got *St. Blaise, which like Shotover, 
won the Derby. He got two Oaks winners in 
Thebais and Lonely. Thebais and St. Marguerite 
won the One Thousand Guineas, and Shotover 
also won the Two Thousand. In 1885 his year- 
lings reached their highest figure, when Viscount 
Chaplin got £19,560 for 12 of them. It was a 
historic occasion on another account; in that sale 
Somerville Tattersall wielded the hammer for 
the first time. 

But his male line perished in England. He got 
Heaume, which won the French Derby, and the 
line passed through Le Roi Soleil to Sans Souci 
II, winner of the Grand Prix de Paris in 1907, 
and the line of Sans Souci IT exists in France in 
censiderable quantity, one of the better recent 
stallions being Cadum, foaled in 1921, and win- 
ner of nearly 1,000,000 francs. Hermit also has 
some descendants in Argentina, through St. 
Mirin. 

John Griffiths, who was stud groom at Blank- 
ney, testified that “Hermit was a lovely horse, 
though he always gave me the impression there 
was a little softness about him. . . . Hermit had 
the best of tempers; you could do anything with 
him. His action was simply wonderful. ... As 
a mover Hermit would have taken a prize in any 
show ring.” J. Simons Harrison said of him: 
“If one had to judge all the Derby winners of the 
last 50 years [this was in 1915] Hermit would 
take the prize as the most perfectly made Thor- 
oughbred of the last half-century. He had lovely 
symmetry from head to foot, with the most per- 
fect limbs you could put on a horse. I should 
say no gamer horse ever looked through a bridle, 
though he may have been delicate at times.’’ The 
Duke of Portland remarked that the horse was 
so gentle that Mr. Chaplin’s children were some- 
times put on his back. 

Hermit died at Blankney in 1890, at the age 
of 26.

Marguerite 


HEN Fighting Fox won the Massachusetts 

Handicap recently he advanced his own 
earnings to $115,450, boosted the total earnings 
of the produce of William Woodward's Marguer- 
ite to $564,680, by long odds a record for a Thor- 
oughbred broodmare. 


Marguerite, foaled April 24, 1920, at A. B. 
Hancock’s Ellerslie Stud, Charlottesville, Va., 
was one of the last crop of foals by Celt, son of 
Commando. As a yearling she was included in 
Mr. Hancock’s consignment to the Saratoga sales, 
and was knocked down at $4,700 to E. J. Tranter, 
agent. Mr. Tranter was acting for William Wood- 
ward, at that time collecting the stock which has 
since made him America’s most successful breeder. 


The racing career of Marguerite was short, 
unsuccessful, and inconclusive. Her one start 
was made at Belmont Park Saturday, May 27, 
1922, in the 41!4-furlong Daisy Purse, worth $1,- 
765.06 to the winner, George D. Widener’s good 
filly Equinoctial. Marguerite, ridden by Harold 
Thurber, got away last in the field of eight and 
was last all the way, beaten about 30 lengths. 
She did not race again, and as a 3-year-old was 
bred for the first time. I do not know just what 
happened to prevent Marguerite racing again, but 
I think she suffered a hip injury either in her 
one start or in a subsequent workout. She had, 
I understand, showed good speed in her works, 
and the stable’s appraisal of her class is indi- 
cated by the class of the company she was pitted 
against in her only start. She must have been 
a very handsome and well made filly, as she is 
today a splendid type of broodmare, smooth, 
symmetrical, good-boned, and strongly muscled.

Marguevite’s foals which reached racing age 
are all by two sires, *Wrack and *Sir Gallahad 
III, and since both of these were pure dominants 
for non-chestnut coat color, Marguerite never 
produced a foal of her own color, as far as the 
official records show. One of her foals which 
died was a good colt by Aga Khan; he managed 
to hang himself on a shank with which the mare 
was tiec up in a stall. 

Marguerite, along with other mares owned by 
Mr. Woodward, is at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 


Stud, “aris, Ky., where she is now a running- 
mate £ Louis B. Mayer’s La France, dam of 
Jaco. and Johnstown. Marguerite has at her 


side a sister to Gallant Fox, Foxbrough, and 
Fighting Fox; La France has a sister to Jacola. 

Marguerite is, I believe, the fifth American 
mare to produce two winners of $100,000 (she 
barely missed having a third). The others are 
Madcap (Mad Hatter and Mad Play), Quelle 
Chance (Chance Shot and Chance Play), Pru- 
dery (Victorian and Whiskery), and Virginia 
L. (Canter and Single Foot). But no American 
mare ranks close to Marguerite in point of total 
winnings of her produce. Her nearest rival the 
world over is Galicia, dam of Bayardo, Lemberg, 
and two other winners. First monies won in 
England by the produce of Galicia earned £88,481 
(about $444,405), and her last foal, Kwang-Su, 
finished second in the Derby. Scapa Flow, by 
Chaucer, produced the winners of £85,183 (about 
$425,915) in first monies, including Pharos, Fair- 
way, and Fair Isle. Mowerina, bred in Denmark, 
produced the winners of £83,070 (about $415,350).

The Season's Leaders 


ONDON, July 10.—We had a great deal of 

racing of sorts last week, in weather that 
was a disgrace to the month of July. Notting- 
ham, Ayr, Salisbury, Pontefract, Lingfield, Stock- 
ton, and Chepstow were the venues, and in all 78 
races were run. There was none that I think is 
calculated to intrigue you, and it may be of 
greater interest if we take a glance at the statis- 
tical record of the first half of the season’s cam- 
paign. 

In the lists of winning owners and breeders, 
Lord Rosebery is firmly established on top, 
thanks to the three successes of Blue Peter. The 
Guineas and Derby winner accounts for all but a 
few hundreds of the £23,000 that Lord Rosebery 
has won in stakes, the only other to carry his 
colors successfully to date this term being the 3- 
year-old filly Sonsie Wench, winner of two small 
races. [Blue Peter won the Eclipse Stakes July 
14.— Ed. ] 

In the same way Galatea II accounts for nearly 
all the £16,611 credited to R. S. Clark, who is sec- 
ond on the owners’ and breeders’ lists. Sir Abe 
Bailey, who is approaching the £15,000 mark, is 
the third most successful owner. 

Jack Jarvis is virtually assured of winning the 
trainer’s championship, which will be for the first 
time in his career, if memory serves me. Blue 
Peter, Flyon, and Admiral’s Walk are the chief 
of 12 contributors to a total of close on £39,000 
to date. This is about £12,000 ahead of Joe Law- 
son, chief of whose winners is Galatea II. Capt. 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort has turned out 17 winners 
of a score of races, but the big prizes have so far 
eluded the Freemason Lodge trainer, and the 
stakes won are a little short of £20,000. Fred 
Darling’s winners have been even more numerous 
—20 of his horses have won 30 races—but the 
prize money totals less than £18,000, of which the 
94 year old filly Snowberry has contributed

MONG the jockeys it is still a case of Gordon 

first and the rest nowhere. He has ridden 
just over 80 winners, which is nearly double the 
number of his nearest rivals, Michael Beary, Billy 
Nevett, and Eph Smith. Although he has done 
nothing spectacular in the way of winning se- 
quences to date this season, Gordon is still the 
dominating figure among riders, and as he is only 
35 years old, with no weight troubles and a tough 
constitution, the day of his eclipse seems far dis- 
tant. In fact, I cannot visualize any of his pres- 
ent confreres ever beating him for the “cham- 
pionship,” and I have the idea that he will still 
be at the top whenever he decides to retire. I 
haven't the faintest idea when that will be—it 
may be 15 years hence, or it may be much sooner. 
Living unostentatiously in a small villa at Marl- 
borough, Wilts, never so happy as on Sundays 
when he has the day with his wife and two sons, 
Gordon has made a whole pot of money—and 
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kept it. When he gives up race-riding he may 
go into big business. One thing he will not do— 
take out a trainer’s license. He has an interest 
in horses as racing machines, but has never pro- 
fessed any affection for them, nor does he claim 
to be a good judge of a Thoroughbred. Those 
who aver that a man must “love horses’’ before 
he can become a great rider must regard Rich- 
ards as an exception to their rule. Gordon has 
a much livelier interest and regard for his loft 
of pigeons. 


Leading Sires 


LUE PETER has virtually assured for Fair- 

way the first place in the list of winning 
sires. Son of Phalaris and Scapa Flow, own 
brother to Pharos, sire of the French Derby and 
Grand Prix de Paris winner Pharis, Fairway has 
sired to date this season 14 winners of 20 races, 
carrying a stakes value of £34,901. A good sec- 
ond to him is another of Lord Derby’s horses, 
Hyperion, whose first produce were on the tracks 
last season. This term, up to now, Hyperion has 
got nine winners of 15 races worth over £20,000, 
the most notable of his offspring being Heliopolis 
and Admiral’s Walk. It seems to be one of the 
certainties that Hyperion will be leading sire in 
the next season or two, and it must be said that 
the stock of Gainsborough’s bonny little son are 
endowed with nearly all the virtues. 

Dark Legend (sire of Galatea II), the defunct 
Vatout, Cameronian, Colombo, and Caerleon fol- 
low Hyperion in the winning sires, and it is a 
matter for some satisfaction that we do not find 
a purely “sprinting”’ sire higher than eighth on 
the list. This is Mr. Jinks, which has got 10 win- 
ners of 13 races with an aggregate of £9,000, of 
which total the 2-year-old Helsinki is responsible 
for nearly half. 


Mr. Lambton at 79 


ONDON, June 25 (delayed).—Six years ago 
Lord Derby concluded that the Hon. George 
Lambton had reached the retiring age, and termi- 
nated the trainer’s long and successful associa- 
tion with the Stanley House stables, Newmarket. 
There was no ill feeling about the matter, though 
Lambton certainly did not agree with his patron 
that his days of usefulness were over, and more- 
over he might have felt that it was not an ap- 
propriate time to make a change, since he had 
just won the Derby and St. Leger with Hyperion 
for his lordship. 

At that time Lambton was a mere youngster 
of 73 years, and he promptly set about forming 
a new establishment at Kremlin House, New- 
market, and found no lack of patrons. From the 
outset, in 1934, Lambton sent out his share of 
winners from the new stable, and he started the 
present season with no fewer than 56 horses 
under his charge—quite enough for a man of 79 
summers to be getting on with. It will be gen- 
erally conceded, however, that no one in the 
country is such a master of his profession as is 
the Hon. George, and the veteran is entitled to 
be classed among the great trainers of all time. 
Tall, and spare of frame as in the days when he 
was the foremost amateur cross-country rider— 
he won the coveted National Hunt ’Chase so far 
back as 1888—Mr. Lambton is as active as many 
much younger men and he is always on the spot 
to superintend the saddling of his runners. 
He was at pleasant Gosforth Park, Newcastle, 
last week, his interest being in Major D. Mc- 
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Calmont’s 4-year-old filly Oracion, a competitor 
for the popular Northumberland Plate, or the 
“Pitmen’s Derby,” as it is known on Tyneside. 
Oracion had run unplaced to Frawn in the Ascot 
Stakes, well behind Foxchase, Ninas, Winnebar, 
and Irish Stew, which were among her Newcastle 
rivals. Lambton, however, thought that this two- 
mile trip would suit the daughter of Apelle bet- 
ter than the longer Ascot journey and backed 
his opinion accordingly. 

There were 13 runners for the Plate, which 
is a handicap worth £1,255 to the winner, and 
we saw one of the prettiest races of the season. 
The Chester Cup winner Winnebar set out in 
front of Ninas, Limace, Listor, Inscribe, Faites 
Vos Jeux, Oracion, Finis, Spot Barred, and Fox- 
chase. For a mile and a half there was no ma- 
terial change in this order, but into the straight 
Irish Stew and Oracion moved up, and a furlong 
and a half from home Oracion drew level with 
Winnebar. The pacemaker did not give in with- 
out a struggle, but Weston on Oracion had some- 
thing in reserve and the filly came away to win 
handsomely by a length and a half. Irish Stew 
was third, half a length behind, Spot Barred 
fourth, and Foxchase next. The last named was 
a bit unlucky not to be nearer the winner, for 
his saddle slipped when making the turn into 
the straight, and Sibbritt was seated on the 
girths as he went by the post. 


It was pleasing to hear the lusty roar with 
which the hearty North Country folk greeted 
Lambton as he came to the unsaddling enclosure 
with Oracion. It was his fourth win in the 
Northumberland Plate (a race instituted in 
1833), the other successes having been achieved 
with Lord Derby’s Princess Florizel (1905), The 
Tylt (1913), and Trestle (1919). 


A New Time Record 


LASHING with the Newcastle meeting was 

a fixture at Brighton on the Sussex coast. 
The racing provided there for the big crowd of 
holiday-makers was, as usual, small beer, but 
there was one result to which reference must be 
made. This was the Balcombe Stakes, a handi- 
cap run over 10 furlongs, which the 77-year-old 
chestnut horse Saint Andrews II (by Fairway) 
won from another 7-year-old entire, Pigskin, in 
the English record time of 1:5945. They were 
racing on the top of the ground, with a following 
wind for most of the journey, and the time beat 
the previous best for a mile and a quarter, also 
set up over the fast Brighton switchback, by a 
fifth of a second. 


We spent the week-end at Sandown Park, 
where the sport was good without reaching a 
particularly high standard. Feature of the first 
stage was the £1,000 Sandringham Foal Plate 
(14m.) for 3-year-olds, which W. Barnett won 
with his good-looking Trigo colt Wheatland. Miss 
Paget’s Fairfax was second, the unplaced in- 
cluding Solar Cloud and Point Blank. Wheat- 
land thus added to the already considerable 
proof of the greatness of the Derby winner, Blue 
Peter. Of the 12 which finished nearest to Lord 
Rosebery’s colt in the Epsom classic, all except 
the runner-up Fox Cub have since been under 
colors and no fewer than eight have won. Heliop- 
olis (third in the Derby), Hypnotist (sixth), Ad- 
miral’s Walk (seventh), Pointis (eighth), Fair- 
stone (ninth) and Atout Maitre (thirteenth) 
were winners at Ascot; Fairchance (tenth) 
scored at Windsor on the Saturday of Ascot 
week, and now comes the Sandown win of 
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Wheatland, which was twelfth at Epsom. Never 
in my time have so many Derby failures shown 
winning form in the month following the classic 
test. 

A couple of “thousand pounders” graced the 
Sandown card for the Saturday, the more inter- 
esting of the two big events being the five fur- 
long British Dominion T. Y. O. Plate. The race 
closed in September, 1937, with 177 entries, but 
only 12 went to the post, and the field did not in- 
clude any which had shown much form. In a 
desperate finish of heads, Sir Hugo Cunliffe- 
Owen’s filly by Hyperion out of Tumult won 
from another daughter of Hyperion, Mrs. Arthur 
James’ Haymaker, with Lord Glanely’s colt by 
Colombo out of Morals of Marcus third. Equally 
thrilling was the finish for the other big event, 
the one-mile Arthur Loraine Memorial Handi- 
cap. Lord Derby’s 4-year-old Greenwich (by 
Fairway), carrying top weight, got the judge’s 
award. 


NEW JERSEY 


Racing Bill 


HEN racing was legalized in New Jersey, it 

was at first reported that a racing law 
would be enacted which would be less of a reve- 
nue gatherer than a solid base for the sport. 
But last week this seemed visionary, for a bill 
had been completed which was rather worse than 
run-of-mine racing laws, in that it provided the 
largest take-out for the State in the country, ex- 
cept in California and Washington. The measure 
provides for 140 days of racing during a seven- 
month season (winter racing was one of the 
things which killed racing in New Jersey before) 
at four tracks. The take-out is to be 10 per cent, 
with 6 per cent to the track, 4 per cent to the 
State. No track could have more than 35 days 
of racing annually, and minimum admission 
would be $1.50. The bill will come up for con- 
sideration August 3. 

There were unconfirmed rumors that the 
largest of the Jersey tracks would be operated 
by the owners of Santa Anita Park, and that it 
would enter into a pact not to race against Bel- 
mont Park or Saratoga. The track will be, still 
according to rumor, 12 minutes from Times 
Square, by way of the Lincoln Tunnel. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


N 18-day meeting began at Rockingham Park 

July 24. There was no stakes event on open- 
ing day, but three allowance races were on the 
card. The best was a $1,200 event at 1 1-16 
miles, won by Mrs. H. Marnett’s Harp Weaver, 
4-year-old filly by *Challenger II, bred by Brann- 
castle Farm. Sprinters got their chance in a 
six-furlong event, in which the favorite, T. H. 
Heard, Jr.'s Be Blue, led all the way to win by 
a length and a half. Be Blue, also a 4-year-old, 
is by Blue Larkspur. The other allowance race 
was for 2-year-old colts and geldings at five fur- 
longs. The winner was Mrs. H. W. Kane’s 
Rheanus, a Sun Flag colt bred by J. L. Cleve- 
land.

NEW YORK 


Empire City 


HE current week is the concluding one for the 

24-day summer meeting in progress at Em- 
pire City. The Yonkers track is reported to be 
well ahead of 1938 figures on attendance and 
revenue, and apparently will have a thoroughly 
successful season, though probably all of the 
New York tracks are so busy worrying about 
next year’s problems, when there may be pari- 
mutuels in New York and will certainly be in 
New Jersey, that this year’s successes are given 
scant attention. 

The feature of the July 22 program was the 
Butler Handicap, a $20,000 event having its fifth 
running. Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s 3-year-old 
Pilate colt, Lovely Night, vindicated general 
opinion by winning it, though his margin was 
but a neck over *Isolater. The best supporting 
event was an allowance race at 5% furlongs, 
won by Arnold Hanger’s He Did, 6-year-old son 
of Victorian. Three maiden events were run, all 
at sprint distances. The 2-year-old event was 
won by E. R. Bradley’s Busy Fingers, a daugh- 
ter of Burgoo King. A 5%4-furlong sprint for 3- 
year-olds and up went to Mrs. F. A. Clark’s Fly- 
ing Lancer, a *Cohort colt, with Arnold Hanger’s 
Merry Marine, a first starter by Ariel, beaten 
but a nose. In the other maiden event A. G. C. 
Sage’s Blue Stocking, a 3-year-old daughter of 
Blue Larkspur, finished first but was disqualified, 
and the race went to Howe Stable’s Time Passes, 
3-year-old colt by Time Maker. 

Empire City’s final Saturday, July 29, will be 
featured by the Yonkers Handicap, for 3-year- 
olds and up at 1 1-16 miles, and the Wakefield 
Handicap, for 2-year-olds at 534 furlongs. The 
following Monday, July 31, racing passes up- 
state to Saratoga, which has the Flash Stakes 
and American Legion Handicap on its first day’s 
program. 


$16,950 and a Track Record 


Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s Lovely Night has not 
figured importantly in the events for 3-year-olds 
this year, although he did win the Empire City 
Handicap from a fair field on July 15, but he has 
done better than any of the 3-year-olds against 
older horses. The Constitution Handicap at Suf- 
folk Downs, and the Queens County Handicap 
at Aqueduct fell to him, and on July 22 he went 
out at Empire City, a 3-to-2 favorite under 104 
pounds, for the Butler Handicap ($20,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 1 3-16 miles), one of the 
more important handicaps of the summer. He 
was facing five older horses. The Chief (119) 
was giving him five pounds by scale. He was 
rated even, by scale, with W. S. Kilmer’s Nedayr 
and Alfred Vanderbilt’s Heelfly, each of which 
had 114 pounds. To Mrs. B. F. Whitaker’s Sickle 
T. (104) he gave 10 pounds by scale, and to 
Belair Stud’s *Isolater (108) he gave six. 

The start was a quick one, considering that 
Heelfly was in the field, but the Vanderbilt horse 
broke in a tangle and bumped Lovely Night, 
which in turn knocked over on Nedayr. All three 
recovered quickly and set off after the others. 
Nick Wall rushed Lovely Night into the lead, 
with The Chief second, Nedayr third. Three- 
quarters of a mile was enough for the challengers, 
and both dropped back. Then *Isolater moved 
up strongly, and Lovely Night’s lead was cut 
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Turf Pix.

Three Arrested for Tampering 


Racing rules in most states provide that a 
saliva test be made on all winners, provide also 
that stewards may order saliva specimens taken 
from other horses. But in actual practice very 
few horses other than winners are tested. The 
fallacy of such a course became apparent July 
23, when Nassau County detectives and Pinker- 
ton investigators announced the arrest of three 
persons for tampering with horses, believing they 
had struck an extensive gambling syndicate 
which operated by doping all the horses in a race 
except the one they wanted to wager on. 

Apparently the investigation began after the 
discovery that Millsdale Stable’s Sun Plume, 
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trained by Anthony Pelleteri, had been given 
dope before a race at Belmont Park June 5. 
Trainer Pelleteri was suspended, since the trainer 
is held responsible for the condition of his horses, 
but an extensive undercover investigation was 
begun. One of the three arrested was Harvey 
Keppler, 19-year-old exercise boy who had been 
employed by Pelleteri, and Detective Harold King 
said the boy had fed doped carrots to Sun Plume 
to prevent him from racing to form, that the 
horse had “spit them out” and had won his race. 

The others arrested were Allen MaclIsaac, also 
an exercise boy, and Peter Panza, a waiter. De- 
tective King said he had definite proof of doping 
in two other cases, in that of Weary Flower, 
which ran third at Aqueduct June 26, and in 
that of Lauerman, which ran out of the money 
at Aqueduct June 28. Both horses were favor- 
ites. 

The investigation is being continued, and it is 
expected that other arrests will be made soon. 


Protection 


The New York State Racing Commission on 
July 21 announced a rule which will require suit- 
able policing of the stable areas of all tracks 
within 30 miles of a track in operation. The rule: 

During the period in which a race meeting is being 
conducted within 30 miles of its property, each racing 


association shall be required to have its stable area 
inclosed by suitable fencing, and to keep a watchman 
at the gates during 24-hour periods to control the ad- 


mission thereto. 


The Maryland State Racing Commission, it is 
reported, will require even more stringent super- 
vision this fall. All tracks other than the one in 
operation will be required to keep a written ac- 
count of the whereabouts of every Thoroughbred 
stabled on the grounds. Only one gate will be 
open to vans, and an attendant at that gate will 
record the name of each horse which goes in or 
out, where the horse is going or has been, the 
time the van goes through the gate, the name 
of the driver, the name of the groom or trainer 
in charge of the horse, and the number of the 
van. A report of all movements of horses at 
each track must be turned in to the commission 
each week. 

The action is obviously prompted by the Bye 
Bye Will ringer case at Pimlico in 1938, in which 
a horse shipped in from another track was sub- 
stituted for Bye Bye Will. 


Two Jockeys Suspended 


On July 21 the stewards of The Jockey Club 
announced the indefinite suspension of Eddie de- 
Camillis and Vincento Nodarse. DeCamillis was 
suspended for his performance on F. L. Moore’s 
Elwawa at Empire City July 19, when he used 
an “artificial device other than whip and spurs.” 
DeCamillis, it was reported, had a nail in the end 
of his whip. In contrast to DeCamillis, who was 
suspended for trying to win, Nodarse was sus- 
pended for trying to lose. He was charged with 
holding Charlotte Girl back at Aqueduct July 1, 
and the ruling against him was for “unsatisfac- 
tory riding.” 


National Stallion Stakes 


Entry of stallions for the National Stallion 
Stakes of 1941 closes August 14, 1939, and blanks 
have been distributed by the Westchester Rac- 
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ing Association. Stallions may be entered at 
$200 each, or $100 if they have not sired a win- 
ner before January 1, 1939. When the race is 
run, 30 per cent of the fees for entry of stallions 
goes to the nominator of the sire of the winner, 
20 per cent and 10 per cent respectively to the 
nominators of the sires of horses finishing sec- 
ond and third, and the remaining 40 per cent 
goes to the owner of the winner. 

Foals by the stallions entered may be entered 
in the race at $10 each, with an additional pay- 
ment of $40 on November 1, 1940. The exact 
closing date has not been set, but it will be in 
December of this year. The association will add 
$4,000, and will give a nominator’s prize of $500. 


Empire City Prospers 


General Manager Frank Brady said July 22 
that the first two weeks of the Empire City 
meeting showed a gain of 12.9 per cent in at- 
tendance. a gain of 14.5 per cent in receipts. 
The other New York tracks which have operated 
this year, Belmont Park, Jamaica, and Aqueduct, 
have also enjoyed a gain, but not as large as the 
Yonkers track.

Nebraska Catches One 


On July 6 the Nebraska State Racing Commis- 
sion announced that a saliva specimen taken 
from Serbian Rose, which raced at Ak-Sar-Ben 
(Omaha) on June 30, contained caffeine, and sus- 
pended Owner-Trainer Bruce Broadfoot for 60 
days, together with all horses owned or trained 
by him. 

The commission took no note, possibly did not 
know, of the fact that the Illinois State Racing 
Commission had, in September of 1936, suspended 
Trainer Broadfoot for stimulating horses with 
caffeine.

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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


HE 60-day summer meeting at Boston, longest 

meeting of the year except for the winter one 
at the Fair Grounds, closed July 22, with a pro- 
gram featured by the Puritan Handicap, a 1%- 
mile event which went unexpectedly to Wesley 
M. Sears’ Xavier, a Whichone colt which has 
shown great improvement under the handling of 
a new trainer, R. W. Collins. Two non-claiming 
events supported the stakes. A six-furlong over- 
night handicap was won by A. C. Compton’s 5- 
year-old Clingendaal, which went the distance in 
1:11 to turn back a small but good field, includ- 
ing Burgoo Miss and Mar Le. An allowance 
race for 2-year-olds was won by Mrs. David A. 
Buckley’s Glorious Time, a son of the home sire 
Grand Time. J. Yancey Christmas, who owned 
and raced Grand Time’s best son, Rough Time, 
also trains the Buckley horses. 

On the last day of the meeting the wagering 
totaled $562,239, which raised the total for the 
meeting to $22,274,315, a daily average of $371,- 
238. Last year Suffolk Downs had a 57-day meet- 
ing, with a total turnover of $22,215,552, a daily 
average of $389,746. The decrease of about 
$18,000 daily was caused, at least in part, by the 
closing of New Jersey bookmakers and the re- 
sultant drop in “comeback” money. 

But if Suffolk Downs suffered a drop in one 
department, it had a gratifying increase in an- 
other. In 1938 the track had some good stakes, 
little else except claiming races. This season 
there has been a considerable gain in the general 
«class of racing, with a good sprinkling of over- 
night handicaps and allowance races, and the 
track has probably had the best horses in its his- 
tory. The current season was the first at the 
track for Racing Secretary Charles J. McLennan, 
‘and he is apparently to be credited with a large 
share of the improvement. 

On July 24 racing in New England passed to 
Rockingham Park, at Salem, New Hampshire, 
for an 18-day stay. There was no stakes event 
on opening day, but the Salem Handicap was 
scheduled for July 26. 


Xavier's Puritan Handicap 


The Whichone colt Xavier was one of the 2- 
year-olds in the C. V. Whitney stable in 1937, and 
was sold in that memorable dispersal at Pimlico 
in the fall of that year, in which Cravat, Dauber, 
The Chief, Handcuff, Tatterdemalion, and Piccolo 
were included. He had won but one race at two, 
but he was so attractive that Wesley Sears, of 
Gray’s Lake, Ill., paid $4,100 for him. Though 
Xavier, like the other horses mentioned, won him- 
self out, he never raced to his owner's opinion of 
him. He was a difficult horse to handle, and 
consistently failed to show in public the form 
that his works indicated that he possessed. 

Last spring Mr. Sears became interested in 
the articles on training written for THE BLOOD- 
HORSE by R. W. Collins, went to him for advice 
on Xavier. This resulted, a little more than a 
month ago, in Mr. Collins adding Xavier to the 
stable he was campaigning at Suffolk Downs. 
In his first start for his new trainer Xavier won 
a graded handicap, then was beaten back to 
fourth in a stakes event. He came out for his 
third start, and his best performance, in the 
Puritan Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
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up, 1% miles) at Suffolk Downs July 22, win- 
ning at better than 25 to 1. 

Honey Cloud (116) was a strong favorite for 
the race, with Lucky Omen (110) a _ second 
choice, and the Mrs. Emil Denemark entry of 
Blind Eagle (108) and War Minstrel (111) third 
in public regard. The favorite and second choice 
began in a speed duel which saw the retirement 
of Lucky Omen after about three furlongs. War 
Minstrel was ready to take over the lead, and he 
disposed of Honey Cloud at the three-eighths pole. 
Aethelwold (106), which had been close up from 
the start, retired at this point also, and Jockey 
H. Krovitz, who had been trailing with Xavier, 
began sending him along. He saved ground en- 
tering the stretch, found tiring horses in front of 
him. At the eighth-pole he caught War Minstrel 
and whipped him badly, drawing out to win by 
four lengths. Blind Eagle, which also had avoid- 
ed the early pace, came up fast in the stretch to 
be second, a neck in front of his stablemate, and 
R. A. Moore’s Clodion (114) ran an even race to 
be fourth, a half-length farther back. In order 
followed Honey Cloud, Aethelwold, Handcuff

Arlington Park 


BOUT 40,000 persons were out at Arlington 
Park July 22, drawn chiefly by the appear- 
ance, the first in the Mid-West this year, of Bel- 
air Stud’s crack colt Johnstown. They expected 
to see him race to a rather hollow victory in the 
Classic; instead they saw the major upset of the 
year among the 3-year-olds, when Challedon, 
with a dry track underfoot, repeated the Preak- 
ness victory he had scored in mud. 

Three allowance races supported the featured 
race. An allowance event for 3-year-olds at one 
mile went to Mrs. P. A. Townsend’s Total Eclipse, 
which had been withdrawn from the Classic to 
accept the minor engagement. He won cleverly, 
at odds on, running the mile in 1:36%5. Total 
Eclipse, bred by C. V. Whitney, is a son of *St. 
Germans. A 5'-furlong event for 2-year-olds, 
important in the light of the coming Arlington 
Futurity, went easily to Woolford Farms’ Quene- 
mo, an Insco colt which is full brother to Insco- 
elda. He won by three lengths from Milky Way 
Farm’s Charitable, with W. F. Morgan’s Rapid 
Way third. Milky Way got some consolation in 
a six-furlong dash for 3-year-olds and up, when 
its entry of No Competition and Mountain Ridge 
finished one-two. The winner, a son of *Bull 
Dog, was winning his first race of the season. 

Arlington Park, which will have 30 days of 
racing altogether, has only the current week to 
run. The July 29 program will be featured by 
the renewal of the Arlington Futurity, most im- 
portant 2-year-old event of the season before 
Saratoga. J. E. Widener’s Roman, one of the 
leading juvenile developments this year, is al- 
most certain to miss this engagement, however. 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s Bimelech probably will be 
favorite for the race. Also on the July 29 pro- 
gram is the Arlington Handicap, at 114 miles. 

The Arlington meeting is enjoying a financial 
success, and wagering is reported to be about 10 
per cent ahead of that of last year. 


Horner Signs, Drops a Hint 


On July 22 Gov. Henry Horner of Illinois 
signed the bill increasing the pari-mutuel take- 
out of Chicago tracks from 612 per cent to 71 
per cent, shook a stick gently over the tracks 
affected. The bill, he pointed out, permits the 
increase of one per cent in order to enable the 
tracks ‘to offer suitable purses or prizes com- 
parable with those offered at other tracks in the 
United States.” It would have been better, said 
the governor, had the bill insured that the in- 
creased take be used for purses instead of prof- 
its, but he continued, “I have taken the tracks 
at their word, and am relying on them to carry 
out the implied promise they have made.” He 
put a little more pressure on by instructing the 
Illinois Racing Commission to bear in mind “the 
size of the purses offered by the applicants for 
dates, and to allot preferred dates to those tracks 
offering the largest purses.” 


Challedon Does it Again 


Among the few apparent certainties of a rather 
uncertain season was the superiority of Belair 
Stuad’s Johnstown to the other 3-year-olds on a 
fast track, the superiority of W. L. Brann’s Chal- 
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ledon in the mud. These went the way of others 
at Arlington Park July 22, when Challedon won 
the eleventh running of the Classic Stakes 
($30,000 added, 3-year-olds, 144 miles) over a 
fast track, with Johnstown an exhausted third. 
Johnstown’s record for the year is still the most 
brilliant, and his earnings the highest among the 
3-year-olds, but Challedon, with two victories 
over the Jamestown colt in four meetings, has a 
quite legitimate claim to consideration. 

Under the conditions of the race, Millsdale 
Stable’s Sun Lover and John Hay Whitney’s 
Heather Broom, not having won a 3-year-old race 
worth $10,000, carried 121 pounds. Challedon, 
Johnstown, and Woolford Farms’ Technician car- 
ried 126. There were no bad post horses in the 
field, and Starter Roy Dickerson had them away 
in a few seconds Johnstown, breaking from the 
inside post position, went away with his usual 
speed, ran the first furlong in 12 seconds. Right 
with him was Technician, and though the Belair 
colt did the next furlong in 1145 seconds Techni- 
cian hung on. The third furlong was run in 11% 
seconds. and it proved too much for the Insco 
colt. Johnstown drew out to a three-length lead, 
but Jimmy Stout relaxed only a little, and Johns- 
town ran the next two furlongs in 12 seconds 
each. After that he began slowing up, and the 
field drew closer. Sun Lover had got away third, 
staved there for a half-mile, when Challedon, 
which had trailed the field for that distance, be- 
gan moving up. Harry Richards had taken him 
to the inside immediately after the start, and he 
was lucky to find room to make a run along the 
rail. Down the back stretch he passed Heather 
Broom, Sun Lover, and Technician, without hav- 
ing to lose an inch of ground. Turning into the 
stretch he was second, with Johnstown a length 
and a half in front of him. Richards swung wide, 
straightened out, and began to drive. There was 
no fight left in Johnstown, and Challedon swept 
past him. But Sun Lover was not through, and 
under J. E. Oros' driving he passed Johnstown, 
cut steadily into Challedon’s lead. For a moment 
it seemed that he might win, but Challedon stood 
pressure gamely, held the challenge at the finish 
and won by a neck. Six lengths farther back 
Johnstown was third, a badly tired horse. Heather 
Broom, never dangerous, was two lengths farther 
back in fourth place, and Technician completed 
the field, a length away. Time, :12, :2315, :35, 
359, 1:11%, 1:238%, 1:36, 1:49%, 2:02 (track 
record, 2:01!5), track fast. Stakes division, 
$35,600, $6,000, $4,000, $2,000.

Johnstown had started at 1 to 5, and explana- 
tions were definitely in order. But James Fitz- 
simmons, who needs excuses so seldom that he is 
not adept at them, had nothing to offer. “The 
colt was just beaten,” he said. ‘He showed no 
signs of outward trouble and no wind trouble. 
He went as far as he could.” 

On July 20, Trainer Fitzsimmons had sent him 
through a dazzling workout. Over a slightly

dead track, Johnstown went a half-mile in :4515, 
running the first quarter in :2145. Observers, 
however, said he made a whistling sound as he 
worked, and whistled also in the race, so it seems 
likely that his wind is affected in some way. 

Challedon, the best horse bred in Maryland for 
many years, has started 14 times, won seven 
races, finished second once (in the Kentucky 
Derby), third four times. He has earned $182,- 
010, and now stands twenty-seventh among 
American money winners, some $200 behind 
Faireno. Particulars of his pedigree appeared in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE of May 20, pages 719 and 723. 

Johnstown, which remains leading money-win- 
ner of the 3-year-olds for this year (he has $139,- 
875 this season, against Challedon’s $114,310) 
added $4,000 to bring his total earnings to $169,- 
315. is twenty-third among American money win- 
ners. 


Handicappers’ Prizes 


Though several other tracks immediately cop- 
ied the idea, Washington Park was about the 
only one to derive any considerable profit from 
offering prizes to patrons who successfully picked 
the first seven winners from each day’s card. 
The Washington Park Jockey Club announced 
last week that the contest would be in force 
again this year. There will be $1,000 prizes on 
off days, $5,000 prizes on Saturdays. 

An entry blank is printed on each program, 
and contestants pay no entrance fees. If no one 
wins on Monday, there is a $2,000 prize on Tues- 
day, and this is continued from day to day. If 
there are no winners to Saturday, the prize is 
still $5,000, and it is awarded to the person nam- 
ing the most winners. So the track may go in 
for from $5,000 to $10,000 each week. Said Pres- 
ident Walter L. Gregory, when he made the an- 
nouncement: “The selection of seven straight 
winners is a skilful and sensational accomplish- 
ment" One of last year’s winners, a woman, 
was at the races for the first time, was asked if 
she used Daily Racing Form to make her selec- 
tions, said she didn’t know what it was. 


Longden is Suspended 


Jockey Johnny Longden rode five winners at 
Arlington Park July 17, four on July 18. On 
July 19 he got only two, but filled out his day by 
getting into a fight with Jockey Charley Wells, 
for which the stewards suspended him five days. 
The suspension did not begin until July 21, how- 
ever, and on July 20 Longden slammed in four 
more winners, giving him 15 in four days of 
racing. 


Hawthorne Gold Cup 


The Hawthorne Gold Cup will be renewed this 
year, officials of the Chicago Business Men’s 
Racing Association announced July 24, with an 
added value of $15,000. The 114,-mile event, for- 
merly one of the more important weight-for-age 
races of the season, is now a handicap.

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Latonia 


JULY 22 was the best day the Latonia meeting 

has had this summer, partly because the 
weather was favorable and partly because Cin- 
cinnati’s National League leaders were occupied 
at Philadelphia. A crowd estimated at 12,000 
was out for the day’s racing, which was featured 
by the twenty-first Enquirer Handicap, won by 
the Friedberg and Axton filly Bala Ormont. 
Manie O’Hara, the winner’s stablemate, finished 
unplaced, but the two fillies, between them, have 
won five stakes for their Louisville owners this 
year. 

Other events were under claiming conditions, 
except for a 515-furlong race for maiden 2-year- 
olds. This went to J. P. Jones Nickanack, a 
gelding by *Pigeon Wing II (by Maintenon), 
which won by three lengths from a field of 11 
others. 

Latonia closes with the July 29 program. De- 
spite the fact that the track took up twilight rac- 
ing on its off days, and ran nine races on Satur- 
days and holidays, the venture has been a losing 
one, it is reported, and rumored plans for a fall 
meeting have been dismissed. It becomes in- 
creasingly apparent each year that Cincinnati, 
once a good racing town, is not much interested 
in the sport, or, at least, in the sport it has been 
offered in recent years. 

Last year the Latonia track revived the old La- 
tonia Cup under overnight conditions, and it will 
be run again July 29, with a $1,000 purse, and 
again as an overnight race. It will probably 
draw cheap horses, but it enjoyed the distinction 
last year of being the only distance event in Ken- 
tucky, probably will be the only one again. 


Enquirer Handicap 


Friedberg and Axton’s Bala Ormont (3-y-o, 
107), which had shipped down from Chicago to 
take the stakes on Latonia’s Charity Day pro- 
gram July 10, made another excursion last week, 
for the Enquirer Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1 1-16 miles). Coupled with Manie 
O’Hara (114), she was made favorite at 8 to 5, 
and was ridden by George South. She broke 
fourth, with J. B. Respess’ Busy Morn (106) tak- 
ing the lead, closely followed by R. C. Groff’s 
Forever Prince (110'2) and Smith G. Baker’s 
Janice (106). South saved ground until the field 
reached the stretch, then found an opening 
among the leaders and drove the Ormont filly 
for it. She responded well, caught Janice and 
Forever Prince in mid-stretch, engaged Busy 
Morn inside the eighth-pole. In the last six-

Camden Horses Killed 


Seven Thoroughbreds owned by former Sena- 
tor Johnson N. Camden, chairman of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission, were killed by 
lightning July 24 at Runnymede Farm, near 
Paris, Ky. Three mares, their suckling foals, 
and another suckling were lost. 


One of the more valuable mares was Pampe- 
luna, 9-year-old brown mare by Nocturnal— 
*Pamfleta, by William the Third, which was the 
dam of the good stakes winner Royal Pam. 
Killed with her was a suckling brother to Royal 
Pam, by *Royal Minstrel. The other mares lost 
were Magic Spell, 1l-year-old bay mare by 
*Light Brigade—*Glamour, by Galloper Light, 
with a suckling colt by *Kiev, and Caldera, 9- 
year-old chestnut by Peter Quince or Nocturnal— 
Caledonia, by *Craigangower, with a suckling 
filly by *Jacopo. The other suckling lost was a 
colt by Stimulus—Avalona, by *Light Brigade. 
All of the seven had taken shelter under a tree 
which was struck by lightning. Four other 
mares, three of them with sucklings, were in the 
same field, were not hurt. - 

Senator Camden was absent, in Atlantic City. 
The farm manager, however, said that they were 
not insured. 


Miles Replaces Croan 


Clarence L. Croan, formerly of Louisville, re- 
cently moved to Florida and consequently re- 
signed his position on the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission. On July 22 Gov. A. B. Chandler 
announced the position would be filled by J. Fred 
Miles, of Louisville. Mr. Miles, an executive of a 
gas and oil company, also owns a stable of Thor- 
oughbreds. 


J. B. Respess III 


Jerome B. (Rome) Respess, 77-year-old owner 
of Highland Stock Farm near Erlanger, Ky., and 
prominent Kentucky horseman, is in a serious 
condition at his home at Erlanger. On July 24 
his physicians ordered him placed under an oxy- 
gen tent, and his condition was regarded as criti- 
cal. A complication of a severe cold and a 
kidney ailment was responsible for his illness. 


Piatt Barn Burns 


A barn containing a quantity of hay, straw, 
and oats was completely destroyed July 22, on 
the Brookdale Farm of Thomas Piatt, near Lex- 
ington. The only animal in the barn was a 
broodmare, which was taken out without injury. 
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Thistle Down Park 


HE second Saturday of the Thistle Down Park 

meeting, a 44-day affair, was July 22, and 
the feature was the Test Stakes, for 3-year-olds, 
won by Mrs. E. L. Martin’s Supreme Sir, which 
had raced as Imperial Sir in all of his previous 
starts. As on the previous Saturday, the sup- 
porting event, a $1,000 handicap, was won by 
Mrs. J. Chesney’s Professor Paul, a *Justice F. 

Another non-claiming event was a han- 
dicap for 2-year-olds, won by M. J. Schmitt's 
True Star, a Transmute colt which was scoring 
his third victory of the year. Another repeater 
was S. Pershall’s High Fidelity, an Insco geld- 
ing, which again won the distance event winding 
up the day’s card. High Fidelity, made a 4-to- 
5 favorite, won the 1%-mile event by a length 
and a half, after racing last the first time around. 


The Thistle Down management, apparently in 
an effort to prevent further competition for 
Cleveland’s none-too-generous pari-mutuel trade, 
has ruled that horses stabled at the nearby North 
Randall track cannot race at Thistle Down. So, 
unless a horse is quartered in one of Thistle 
Down’s 700 stalls, the next best bet is to van the 
11 miles from the unused Bainbridge course. 


North Randall Has a Deficit 


On July 20 a petition for reorganization of the 
Cleveland Jockey Club, which operated the North 
Randall meeting this summer, was filed in U. S. 
District Court, in Cleveland. The petition shows 
a deficit of $123,396.61. One item is $700, listed 
as “due horsemen,”’ but Attorney Harry J. Craw- 
ford, who filed the petition, said that all purses 
had been paid. The club listed assets at $384,536, 
liabilities, including capital stock, at $618,070. 


Another Name, Another Stakes 


On July 4 Mrs. E. L. Martin’s Imperial Sir won 
the Pontchartrain Stakes at Detroit. He was 
bred by John N. Anhut, part owner of the Im- 
perial Stable, who names all of his horses with 
the prefix ‘Imperial.’’

Night Racing Is Coming 


Detroit, July 15. 
THE BLoop-Horse, 
Lexington, Kentucky. 


Dear Friends: 

I have read with a great deal of interest the article 
on twilight racing in your issue of July 8 You seem 
to have taken for granted that twilight racing is at best 
a bad thing for racing, and for some unaccountable 
reason you intimate that it was instituted with the idea 
of attracting the poorer classes of people to the race 
track. 

Twilight racing was instituted with the idea of af- 
fording many peonle, business and professional men, 
effice workers, and others, an opportunity of getting 
to the races after their hours of business. That this 
idea has been successful is very evident at Detroit. 
It has been very noticeable that the racing crowd at- 
tracted by twilight racing is a more prosperous-looking 
crowd than was attracted by the afternoon sport, At- 
tendance has increased greatly as has also the mutuel 
handle. The club house attendance and mutuel handle 
have more than doubled under this new system. 


We have received countless favorable comments on 
twilight racing and aside from the inconvenience caused 
the horsemen and officials, we have yet to find a flaw 
in twilight racing. In fact, I believe that this present 
week will break all records for attendance at the De- 
troit race track. 

When a business is in the red or having a very diffi- 
cult struggle in keeping in the black, if the heads of 
that business do not make heroic efforts and changes 
of policy in an effort to rehabilitate that business, they 
would be accounted poor business men. 


I can see no reason why, if a race track or tracks are 
having a difficult struggle in making ends meet, that 
they are not justified in adopting any honest and hon- 
orable means to rehabilitate themselves. I would like 
very much for you to have witnessed some of the twi- 
light racing at Detroit, but since this is now impossible, 
try to get up to Cleveland and observe for yourself 
the effect of the twilight schedule on the racing game. 

As for night racing, night racing is coming. Just 
where it will be first introduced I would not venture 
to say. Times have changed and the habits of people 
have changed. Racing has been retarded far more than 
it has been benefited by sticking to the ancient so- 
called traditions of the sport.

Horse Shortage 


Current talk of a “shortage” of horses shows 
either that publicity directors do not listen to 
horsemen, or that horsemen do not read pub- 
licity. Washington Park announces that it is 
faced with the problem of getting 2,213 horses 
into 1,300 stalls. Rockingham Park bemoaned 
the fact last week that Secretary Turner had 
done too good a job and had several hundred 
more horses than could be accommodated. And 
Thistle Down Park has so many it can afford to 
refuse those stabled at North Randall. Dade 
Park is building three new barns to hold an ex- 
pected overflow.

Delaware Park Betting 


There was a drop of about 9 per cent in wager- 
ing at Delaware Park this season in comparison 
with 1938 totals. Last year the total turnover 
for a 28-day meeting was $8,291,346, a daily aver- 
age of $296,119.

 eereng tet day of the season for Hollywood Park 
was July 22, when the second running of the 
$50,000 added Hollywood Gold Cup drew an es- 
timated 45,000 persons to the track. The pari- 
mutuel turnover, for the first time during the 
meeting, went well above $1,000,000. For the 
second year in succession the race went to Charles 
S. Howard, of San Francisco. Last year Sea- 
biscuit won a rather hollow victory for him. This 
year the South American *Kayak II won easily 
by five lengths, with Townsend B. Martin’s Cravat 
finishing second, A. A. Baroni’s Specify third, 
Myron Selznick’s Can’t Wait fourth, with Gosum, 
Whichcee, and *Olimpo following in order. George 
Woolf rode the winner, brought him home in new 
track record time of 2:02%5 for the 114 miles, 
cutting 1145 seconds from the record which Sea- 
biscuit and Shining One held jointly. More com- 
plete reports of the race will appear in the next 
issue. 

July 29 is the final Saturday of the 46-day 
meeting, and will be featured by the Aloha Han- 
dicap, at 115 miles. Cravat, which got some con- 
solation from winning the 1'%-mile San Juan 
Capistrano Handicap a week after being beaten 
in the 14,-mile Santa Anita Handicap last March, 
will attempt to repeat history in the Aloha. Since 
*Kayak II is not a very likely starter, and since 
little else on the Coast shows signs of getting a 
mile and half, Cravat probably will be the post 
favorite.

Skirmishing in California 


After Hollywood Park had had a most suc- 
cessful meeting in the summer of 1938, it was 
believed that the “gold rush’”’ for winter dates in 
the Los Angeles district had been halted. But 
news from California indicates that it has begun 
again. 

On July 22 Claude S. Parker, one of the newly 
appointed members of the California Horse Rac- 
ing Board, gave Governor Olson his resignation, 
saying that the act was caused by political inter- 
ference with the Board, and was due directly to 
a dispute about racing dates to be given the Los 
Angeles tracks next year. Mr. Parker said that 
he thought both summer and winter dates should 
be divided equally between the two tracks. 

At the same time it was reported that Henry 
Potter Russell, one of the appointees of former 
Governor Merriam to remain on the board, would 
also resign. He had advocated a 47-day meeting 
for Santa Anita Park in 1940, said he believed 
his proposal would be overruled. So by all indi- 
cations Hollywood Park, which had a $100,000 
daily increase in its pari-mutuel turnover this 
year, and Santa Anita Park are at it again. An-

One for the Form Book 


Organization of the Race Players’ Protective 
Association at Wilmington, Del., was announced 
recently in the Raciny Bulletin, official organ of 
the group. W. Arthur Wise, a handicapper by 
profession, is head of the group. Aim of the or- 
ganization, it says, is “to protect the players 
against the abuse of form reversals, the racing 
of unfit horses, indifferent and incompetent rides 
on the part of jockeys, and indifference of rac- 
ing officials to the rights of race track patrons.” 
The Bulletin. pointed out that not once in the 676 
races at Delaware Park, had stewards ‘detected 
and punished an indifferent or incompetent ride,” 
gave several instances of horses which had 
shown sudden form reversals. 

So next year, presumably, all the form horses 
will win at Delaware Park, and the Race Players’ 
Protective Association will be happy.

The principal interest in the Claiborne offer- 
ings this year (the crop at Ellerslie has al- 
ready been discussed) is in the fact that it in- 
cludes several of the first American crop of 
foals by *Blenheim II, sensationally successful 
as a sire in Europe before his importation in 
1926 at an approximate cost of $250,000. There 
are two of his colts and four of his fillies at 
Claiborne. Generally speaking, they are not as 
well furnished, not as far advanced toward ma- 
turity as the average Saratoga yearling, but they 
are a very good lot and will certainly command 
high prices. They are medium-sized, with fine 
legs, well muscled, and very tractable. Several 
have low ears. 

The colt out of *Asteria, a mare by *Teddy’s 
son Asterus out of Frizelle, from the great fam- 
ily of Frizette, is handsomer than the son of 
*Erne, dam of Pansy Walker and Hadagal, but 
the *Erne colt is reported to be a great mover 
in the paddock. The *Asteria colt is solid, good- 
topped, smooth, well balanced. *Erne’s son is 
more blocky, appears likely to develop more 
quickly. 

The four *Blenheim II fillies are extra good. 
The yellow chestnut out of Pola N., has the repu- 
tation of being the fastest filly on the place, and 
she looks it. She is extremely quick, strong, and 
hard, built on racy lines, with a head suggesting 
an Arabian. The flashiest and smoothest of the 
fillies is the one out of My Flag, by American 
Flag. She has a deep, well sprung barrel, a hand- 
some head and neck, excellent quarters, good 
muscles, is very well assembled. The daughter 
of Gotoit is racy, fairly plain and fairly light, 
well muscled and properly put together. The 
filly out of Risky is also plainly finished, well 
made everywhere, deep-bodied, strong, well set 
up, very quick, especially well developed about 
the withers and shoulders. 

As with *Blenheim II, the sons of *Sir Galla- 
had III are outnumbered by his daughters in this 
consignment. The three colts are all tops. The 
one out of Whichone’s daughter Lampshade is 
long, strong, rangy, with excellent quality, and 
stands perfectly balanced. Percussion’s son is 
big, powerful, wide-bodied, well balanced, smooth- 
ly finished. The brown colt out of Sundina, by 
*Sun Briar, is big and set on short, powerful 
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legs. He has perhaps even more style than the 
other two, and is quite as well balanced. 
There are five fillies by *Sir Gallahad III, 


which is the leading broodmare sire of the sea- 
son. The daughter of Gay Music is of medium 
build, tough, strong, quick, wiry, with excellent 
legs. The War Banner filly is fairly big, very 
solid, with a deep, well sprung barrel. The Sun- 
stroke filly, not so big as some of the produce of 
this mare, is strong, well balanced, and a little 
finer about the legs than the average for her sire. 
The daughter of *Channelle is moderately plain, 
built on fairly light lines, and is generally good. 
The filly from Man o' War's sister Mirabelle is 
big, rangy, well balanced, with an excellent fem- 
inine head and a very straight hind leg. 

Gallant Fox has three colts, all good, two of 
them standouts. The Hurry ‘Long colt is a 
grand horse, good in every way, and very im- 
pressive. Not many will top him. The son of 
Gay Agnes resembles his sire greatly, but prob- 
ably will not grow as large. He is smooth and 
very strong, short-coupled, wide in front, with 
excellent legs. The Firewater colt is of lighter 
build, racy, well poised, generally good. 

Stimulus is very well represented in the con- 
signment. A bay colt out of Risk, dam of Sky 
Larking and Danger Point, is an exceptional one. 
He is slightly below average size, sturdy, well 
set up, strong, and very quick. The colt out of 
Nettie Stone is another top; he is smooth, showy, 
neat, strong, and with the very straight hind 
legs which frequently mark the get of Stimulus. 
Sabine’s colt is very stout and quick. Light 
Eagle’s 1s a typical Stimulus, and the same is 
true of the good-sized son of Margosa. The Lady 
Minnie colt is the biggest son of Stimulus I have 
ever seen, and one of the biggest yearlings I re- 
member, standing more than 16 hands tall now. 
But despite his extraordinary size he is very 
smooth, with excellent quality, stands perfectly 
balanced and in full command of himself. He is 
big-barreled and wide in the quarters, with tre- 
mendous muscles about the forearms and second 
thighs. 

I did not see all the fillies in the consignment, 
but the daughter of Stimulus and La France 
(dam of Jacola and Johnstown) is a memorable 
one. The dam line is noted for plainness of con- 
formation and excellence of racing quality, but 
this filly is very handsome and full of quality, 
strong, perfectly balanced, and good everywhere, 
with hocks characteristically low to the ground. 

*Jacopo is represented by colts out of Sable 
Scarf, Viva America, In Between, and Cloudless, 
all medium-sized, sturdy, well balanced. From 
what I have seen I believe that *Jacopo is send- 
ing his best yearling crop to Saratoga this time. 

The brother of Whiskolo, by Diavolo—Stone- 
chat, is small, neat, well balanced, handy, and has 
a night-eye that is all but invisible. The Diavolo— 
Lady Stone colt is tall, fairly light, very showy, 
with light mane and tail. The Diavolo—Gala 
Gold colt shows very little inheritance from his 
sire, but runs rather to his maternal grandsire,

There is only one Hard Tack colt, out of 
*Home Star, a racy, tough, showy fellow, gen- 
erally good. The Bubbling Over colt out of 
Xalapa Clown’s dam Loma Linda is a good-sized, 
husky one, slightly forward at the knees like his 
sire, with very well developed hind quarters. 

I must skip over a few, not because they lack 
merit but because I lack space. But among the 
yearlings by outside sires are two nice colts 
of the first crop of Brevity which will attract 
attention. They are out of King’s Idyll and 
Grade, and both are blocky, low-set, wide-quar- 
tered, strong, and quick, with plenty of sub- 
stance. Brevity’s sire, *Sickle, is represented by 
two extra good fillies, out of Dustsweep and 
White Lies.

Almahurst Farm 


NE of the new show places of the Blue Grass 
country of Kentucky is Almahurst Farm, 
which Henry H. Knight, of the General Motors 
organization, converted a few years ago from a 
Standardbred farm (the great Greyhound was 
bred there) into a Thoroughbred nursery which 
promises to take rank with the most successful. 
Almahurst, located in Jessamine County, adjoin- 
ing Fayette, is a spectacle of rich green blue- 
grass blocked off in trim paddocks by miles of 
glistening white paneled fence and dotted here 
and there with white, red-trimmed barns whose 
varnished interiors are unbelievably immaculate. 
From this perfectly appointed farm Saratoga 
this year will have a consignment of yearlings

for the first time. They are in keeping with their 
origin, for Manager Marvin Childs, who was 
transformed from a trotting horse man to a 
Thoroughbred man at the time Almahurst was 
changed over, has put such a Saratoga finish on 
his yearlings that even the old masters of this 
difficult art will probably be caught standing in 
wonderment. 


The stallion with the largest representation 
among the Almahurst offerings is Cleaveland 
Putnam’s Ladysman, whose first crop of foals 
they are. There are five colts and four fillies by 
the son of Pompey, and they are a splendid be- 
ginning for him. A majority of the Ladysmans 
run somewhat toward the Pompey type, good- 
sized and well up on the leg. The grey roan colt 
out of Doubtful Hours, however, is short and 
blocky. He is smooth, quick, well balanced, and 
seems likely to develop rather early. The Coffee 
Cup colt is good-sized, smooth, showy, tall, close- 
coupled; he probably will be among the tops. 
The brown colt out of Assembly, by Man o’ War, 
the first male foal got by Ladysman, is well made 
in all particulars and is very impressive; he may 
top the Almahurst consignment. The son of 
Goose Cry is middle-sized, moderately light in 
build, with excellent withers and shoulders, styl- 
ish, and extraordinarily quick. ‘Mark him down 
as the first Ladysman to win a race,” said Mr. 
Childs over my shouldler. The colt out of Au- 
tumn Nymph, a daughter of Prince Pal, is big- 
bodied and wide across the buttocks, like his 
maternal grandsire. 

Of the four fillies by Ladysman the probable 
top at Saratoga is the handsome, well balanced 
daughter of Embargo Arts, the dam of Impound.

Bird of Blue won two allowance 
races at two. Her first foal has not started. This is 
her second. 
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The chestnut out of Arch Duchess is trim, racy, 
with fine quality, and nicely balanced. About the 
forehand she is especially good, with high with- 
ers, a well sloped shoulder, and a beautiful head 
and neck. The Black Image filly is big, growthy, 
much less mature than the others, with a neck 
that flexes at the poll like a saddle horse’s. The 
filly out of Pelota is fairly tall, light, and leggy— 
of shape and substance which may be traced 
back through Ladysman and Pompey to that 
grand race mare Cleopatra. 

The other yearlings in the consignment are of 
mixed ancestry, seven horses by six different 
sires. One among them which will certainly 
take the eye of buyers is the red chestnut colt 
by Wise Counsellor out of Mary T. The Wise 
Counsellors ordinarily are built along utilitarian 
lines, with architectural beauty an incidental fea- 
ture, but this horse approaches magnificence. He 
is medium big, with an exceptionally deep barrel, 
an expressive masculine head, a sweeping crest, 
legs powerfully muscled and properly set on. He 
stands well collected, walks with good regular 
action, and shows a very smooth finish. 

The chestnut colt by Chance Play out of 
Gilded Easel was not foaled unt] May 28, but he 
is already a trifle above 15.1 at the withers. He 
has long legs, a moderately light body, with ex- 
cellent neck, withers, and shoulders, and good 
muscling. His sire’s influence is very apparent. 
This colt is marked with two small horns. A 
colt by Peace Chance out of Heedless Gal, by 
*Sir Gallahad III, struck the writer as being a 
very good racing prospect. He is of medium 
build, smart, showy, well put together every- 
where, and always well balanced. The Psychic 
Bid—Merry Irene (by Genie) colt, with two 
male-line crosses of Fair Play, is the first foal of 
a good race mare. He is good-sized, sturdy, mas- 
culine, well formed, with excellent bone. He may 
develop late, and promises to be quite durable. 
The black colt by Bostonian out of the stakes 
winner Little Lie, by *Sickle, is fairly small, is 
well balanced, wiry, and quick. He is fine about 
the legs, and has sharply defined muscles at the 
forearms and gaskins. 

There are only two fillies by outside sires. The 
daughter of The Porter and Playfole is a Ben 
Brush sort, though with a trifle more leg than is 
usually associated with that type. The filly by 
Chance Play out of Possible, the dam of Bold 
Venture, follows the big, rangy pattern of her 
sire and is built on fairly light lines. She is a 
splendid broodmare prospect, and should race 
well in the meantime.

back, good hind legs. He has high hind quarters, 
wide across. The Chance Sun—-Miss Wren colt 
is a bay, well ribbed up, with straight hind legs, 
good finish. He is well balanced, high behind, 
and strong. The chestnut son of Agrarian—Miss 
Sheila is also good-sized, well balanced, with well 
sprung ribs, good hind legs, rather flat croup. 
Smallest of the lot is the son of Okapi out of 
Bostonian Gal. He is well made and trim, with 
good sloping shoulders, very strong, high hind 
quarters, has his legs put on well. 

The two fillies are a bay by Epithet—-Hasten, 
a medium-sized, racy-looking sort, with a good 
body, rather straight hind legs, and a chestnut 
by Questionnaire-——Epingle, smooth and substan- 
tial, with good bone, well formed withers, and 
good hind quarters. 


Brookdale Farm 


HIRTEEN colts and 13 fillies make up the 

consignment which Thomas Piatt is sending 
to Saratoga from his Brookdale Farm, near Lex- 
ington. They do not represent the entire crop; 
yearlings which did not seem to be Saratoga pros- 
pects have been eliminated, and will be sold at 
the Lexington Fall Sales. Hence most of the 26 
are promising individuals. 

First honors on looks go to the black colt by 
Chance Sun—*Humanitarian, a stylish, closely 
knit, strong colt of medium size. He has a good 
roomy barrel, a well set, short neck, good shoul- 
ders and well placed withers, plenty of bone, a lot 
of muscle, extending well down. He has a “rab- 
bit’s foot’’—his off fore leg is splashed with grey 
hairs to a point well above the ankle. Mr. Piatt 
says he is “one of the best-looking I’ve ever had.” 

The bay by Brevity—-Dustaway was the last to 
be shown, possibly as a sort of climax. He is a 
grand, substantial, deep-bodied colt, with straight 
hind legs, extremely powerful hind quarters, is 
virtually faultless. 

The Chance Sun— Bye o’ Baby chestnut is a 
good-sized, rather close-coupled one, with a good 
forehand, high and powerful in the hind quar- 
ters. Another Chance Sun, from Slavey, is a 
strong, quick sort, deep through the heart, with 
good energy, an easy swinging walk. The Trans- 
mute-—Lolita colt is a medium-sized, fast-looking 
one, rather rangy, high and strong behind. An- 
other by Transmute is out of Grey Watch, a 
sturdy well made chestnut, with good withers 
well back, and consequently a well sloped shoul- 
der, rather short cannons. The Epithet—-Sweet 
Bun bay is not big, but well made and well fin- 
ished, with good muscle. He is a half-brother to 
two stakes winners. The Epithet—Set Fast bay 
is a big, strong one, a good walker, with a very 
straight hind leg. Mr. Piatt says that if he could 
select the trainer, he would guarantee the colt 
to win. 

The other colts: Bay by Halcyon—-Watchola, 
neat, racy, wiry, and tough; bay by Nassak— 
Selka, medium-sized, compact, with a rather 
small head, good bone, good hind quarters; chest- 
nut by The Porter—Polly Mac, stands over a 
good deal of ground, is fast-looking, well muscled; 
black by Chance Sun—-Watched, compact and 
sturdy, with a good shoulder, a good deal of re- 
semblance to his dam’s sire, Bostonian; chestnut 
by Transmute—-Frances Victoria, blocky, strong, 
plain, substantial, with good bone and muscle. 

One of the better fillies is a brown by Discov- 
ery—-Ranee, a sturdy strong filly, deep in the 
chest, well made all around. Her worst fault is 
that a pasture mate has chewed most of her tail 
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off. The Chance Sun-—Wild Denise chestnut is 
muscled like a colt, has a lot of scope, and is on 
the masculine side. The Ariel—Distraught bay 
is a compact, speedy sort, with well sloped shoul- 
ders, a high croup. The chestnut by Jamestown— 
Elizabeth W. is a lengthy, fast, medium-sized one, 
very strong behind, with good bone. The Chance 
Sun—-Allgala chestnut is another compact one, 
with good withers, short back, strong hind quar- 
ters. The bay from Whichone—Prim Dora is 
well finished, deep-chested, with straight hind 
legs. 

The other fillies: Bay by Chance Sun—*Court 
Gown, plain but well made, rugged, with good 
bone and short back, well ribbed up; chestnut by 
Epithet--Black Days, strong and racy, with 
straight hind legs, high croup; bay by Epithet 
Yulee, compact, good-bodied, wide-forked; chest- 
nut by Transmute—Chicago Girl, quick, a little 
leggy, with good muscles, strong bone; bay by 
Transmute— Another Gift, racy, rangy, well bal- 
anced, with good withers and shoulder; bay by 
Epithet--Squeeze In, light, speedy, long, with 
high, flat croup, good power; black by Epithet 
Helen T., alert, blocky, with short back, high, 
strong hind quarters, good gaskins, sloping shoul- 
ders.

HRISTOPHER J. FITZ GERALD, though he 

is one of the busiest racing officials in 
America, has never been able to resist entirely 
the urge to breed horses, and on the whole his 
ventures in this field have been more than mod- 
erately successful. This year he will be repre- 
sented at Saratoga by a small consignment, 
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three colts and a filly, which are now at Charles 
A. Asbury’s Hedgewood Farm near Lexington. 

Mr. Fitz Gerald’s colt by *Challenger II (which 
he bought in England for Messrs. Brann and 
Castle) out of After Dark is a standout, a 
smooth, balanced, well muscled fellow, always 
on his toes, with a splendid rhythm in his stride. 
He has excellent joints, good flat cannons, a 
straight hind leg, strong quarters, good middle, 
short back, well formed withers. 

The Blue Larkspur colt out of Sarah Constant 
is big and plain, with a great deal of substance, 
and with withers well up and far back and excel- 
lent bone. The Reigh Count colt out of the good 
race mare Martinique is good-sized, big-bodied, 
strong, with straight hind legs. 

The one filly in this group is by *Pharamond 
II (of which Mr. Fitz Gerald is part owner) out 
of Brown Bride, a mare from an excellent family 
of producers. She is good-bodied, fine about the 
legs, well balanced, and has a good even walk.

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neck, plenty of driving power behind. He should 
be speedy. The Peace Chance—Burgee colt, a 
chestnut, is restless and full of nervous energy. 
He is very strong and close-coupled, with a fairly 
wide fork, a short back, a good deep barrel. The 
Psychic Bid—-Kurna colt is the most mature- 
looking of the lot. He is stylish and well finished, 
very well made, with low hocks, good feet and 
legs. 
‘Of the fillies my choice went to the brown by 
Broadside—-Over the Moon, a sister to Moon 
Side.

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siderable attention to the colt by *Challenger II 
out of Ma Mie, by Black Toney, and he will stand 
inspection. He is a strong, well balanced ath- 
lete, neither light nor heavy, but possessed of 
good substance, and built to stay as well as 
sprint. His hocks are set unusually low to the 
ground. The colt by *Pharamond II out of the 
good mare Summit is fairly big, is strongly 
muscled, has a good deep middle and short back. 

The bay colt by *Chicle out of the good race 
mare Manta, by Cudgel, is one of the smoothest 
and best yearlings by *Chicle I have seen. The 
get of *Chicle usually do not run to fine quality, 
but this one is an exception, and he is also well 
poised, substantial, and strongly muscled. He 
stands well, with hocks wide apart, and has a 
good, even walk. 

The chestnut son of The Porter and La Mor- 
laye, by Peter Pan, is small, blocky, quick, wide- 
bodied fore and aft, with muscles to indicate 
sudden speed. The chestnut colt by Mate out of 
Rare Bud is a grand big horse, more like his sire 
than anything else I have seen. He is very 
smooth and symmetrical, has an impressive head 
and neck, high withers, deep shoulder, strong 
forearms, long, straight hind legs, a deep barrel 
and short back. He is a rare one. 

The Psychic Bid colt out of Let Her Fly is 
good-sized, plain, strong, deep-bodied, short- 
backed, and full of devilment. The son of Reigh 
Count and Faithful Friend is probably the big- 
gest of the group. He stands now about 15.3, is 
a raking, long-legged fellow, but with an as- 
tonishing amount of quality and smoothness. He 
would be a great horse for a hunter, but the 
hunter people will have a hard time getting him 
from the racing people. Another big one is the 
son of Hadagal—Paradox, a long-legged, very 
strong colt which is good all over. The Ques- 
tionnaire—Ellipse colt has a pronounced Roman 
nose, otherwise resembles his sire. He is good- 
bodied and very stout. 

This is such a good consignment generally that 
it is difficult to guess the top, but the leading 
candidate for that honor is probably the chestnut 
colt by Equipoise out of Oval, by Fair Play——a 
bloodline combination which has had very good 
results as far as the current crop of yearlings 
goes. This colt is not likely to be faulted. He 
is very much an Equipoise, though perhaps on 
slightly longer legs than his sire. He is strong 
and solid, with excellent legs, and he walks with 
long, regular strides. 

The filly by *Cohort—-Mad Hattie is plain, 
strong, wide-quartered. The filly by The Porter 
Bravery is typical of her sire’s get, small, low, 
heavy-set, and smooth. The daughter of *Phara- 
mond II and Fly Light is big-topped, strong, well 
balanced.

N a recent visit to Faraway Farm I had a 
O chance to see two Saratoga yearlings which 
I had not previously inspected, and found them 
both outstanding individuals. 

J. B. (Bob) Hurst, Manager Harrie B. Scott’s 
right-hand man, has a splendid chestnut colt by 
American Flag out of Josie A., by Superman. 
This is, I believe, the handsomest son of Ameri- 
can Flag I have ever seen listed for Saratoga. 
He is smooth, well poised, very. strong in the 
forearms and second thighs, and has exceptional 
quality. He is typically wide-forked, with a 
grand deep chest, and wide between the hocks.

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He has excellent legs and his muscles appear to 
be as hard as those of a horse in training. 


The bay filly by Man o’ War out of the stakes 
winner Forest Nymph, by Luke McLuke, is con- 
signed by Samuel D. Riddle and J. O. Keene.

ITHIN the last few years Fred B. Koontz, 

go-getting oil executive of Tulsa, Okla., has 
assembled one of the largest bands of Thorough- 
bred breeding stock in America. He now owns 
three young stallions and ninety-odd broodmares, 
most of them located at John S. Wiggins’ Mili- 
tary Stock Farm in Bourbon County. It has been 
his intention for several years to offer his year- 
lings for sale at Saratoga, and this year a good, 
even consignment of his stock will be offered 
under the name of Military Stock Farm on the 
evening of Tuesday, August 15.

The colt out of the stakes 
winner Eva B. was so sturdy and muscular and 
had such excellent and well set legs that I began 
to mumble something about his making a good 
performer and was immediately challenged by 
Mr. Wiggins with the prediction that the Em- 
press Star colt would be even better. We wound 
up betting a lunch on the amount of their win- 
nings at two, which is probably a poor bet for 
me, since my acquaintance with the two colts had 
lasted about 10 minutes. The son of Empress 
Star is fairly small, is very smooth and quick, 
with good quality, well muscled, well put to- 
gether, and a little lighter than the Eva B. But 
possibly the best of all the sons of Pairbypair is 
the chestnut out of Dominate; this is a genuine 
edition of his sire’s get, long-bodied, short-legged, 
exceptionally strong. When I inquired as to why 
one of his very healthy-looking hocks had been 
painted, I was instructed to look again and dis- 
covered that it was not paint but a peculiar dark 
marking passed on by Pairbypair to a few of his 
get. The filly out of Chastity is good-sized and 
in conformation is typical of Pairbypair. She is 
scarred about the front from running into a 
fence. 

The Okapi—Rabbit Bruce colt is smart, quick, 
showy, with a lot of substance, thickly muscled 
on the forearms and gaskins. The *Cynic— 
Margarete Rose colt is fairly big, plain, and sub- 
stantial. The Gallant Sir—-My Lady colt is big, 
rough, plain, and very strong. An excellent colt 
is the bay son of Blue Larkspur and Baby Shoes. 
He is not so big as the average Blue Larkspur, 
but has good substance, is strong and very well 
put together, with good clean legs. 

Among the remaining fillies is a good daugh- 
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ter of Burgoo King and Batwing, a small, neat, 
well poised young lady with a great deal of qual- 
ity and good substance. The Okapi—Helen Dear 
filly is small, smart, very feminine, strong, quick, 
clean, with a good swinging walk. The Gallant 
Sir—Lady Wind filly is big, plain, big-bodied, 
well balanced, and strong. The daughter of 
*Cynic out of Mucho Gusto’s dam, Sweetheart 
Time, is solid and quick, with well set legs.
